H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa has forwarded extracts 

from the local press, from which the following notes respecting 
proposed water and irrigation works in South Africa are taken :— 
A Board of Engineers, appointed by the Cape Town City Council, 
has made a report on the augmentation of the 
water supply of the city to the following effect :— 
In order to obtain an addition to the city’s water 
supply as early as possible, the Board recommend 
the enlargement of the Muizenberg reservoir. 
This measure is only designed to afford an increase in the present 
supply until a larger work can be completed. It is estimated that 
by the enlargement the storage capacity of the reservoir would be 
increased from 20,000,000 to 200,000,000 gallons; the cost of the 
work would be £205,000.

In addition to this makeshift proposal, however, the Board recom- 
mend the carrying out of a larger work, known as the Wemmer 
Hock scheme. ‘The cost of this scheme is estimated at £600,000, 
and, when the piping is completed, it is believed that Cape Town 
will have a water supply, even during the very driest season, of 
7,000,000 gallons per day, as compared with about 05,000,000 at 
present. (D.C.1, 2,620). 

The East London City Council have resolved to ask the ratepayers’ 
consent to a scheme for the augmentation of the water supply of that 
city. It is proposed to duplicate the present pumping plant, which 
pumps water from the Buffalo River a few miles away, and to 
construct a storage reservoir in such a position that the water can 
gravitate to all parts of the city. The capacity of the storage 
reservoir is to be not less than 200,000,000 gallons. ‘The construction 
of a water-borne sewerage scheme is also contemplated. ‘The cost, 
including service reservoirs and other accessories, will be £102,000.

The Sanday’s River Valley has been constituted an irrigation 
district under the Irrigation Act of the Union. The total area of 
the new district is 21,6753 morgen, and it embraces three irrigation 
schemes. It is stated that at least 20,000 morgen of rich agri- 
cultural land could be irrigated by the river. The idea is to construct 
conservation works higher up the river. About £500,000 has 
already been spent on irrigation works in the district, but develop- 
ment work has been hampered by lack of major conservation works.

Confidential Information. 

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

‘Lhe confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the [Imperial Trade 
Correspondents in the British Dominions, the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in other parts of the Empire, and from His Majesty’s 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 128,662 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related, 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8. W. 

The “ Journal ” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the ‘“‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


All arrangements for the holding of the British Industries Fair, 
1917, are well in hand. The Fair will be held from 26th February 
to 9th March. 

The growth of the Fair has necessitated an increase of space, with 
the result that the Fair will be held partly, as last year, in the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, placed ati the disposal of the Board of 
Trade by the President of the Board of Education, and partly in the 
Great Hall and certain Galleries in the Imperial Institute Building, 
which have been lent by the Executive Council of the Institute and 
by the University of London. 

The allotments of space have already been sent out. There are 
many more entries than last year, and the exhibiting space of the 
Fair will be increased by about 12,000 ft. ‘The space applied for has 
been again far in excess of the amount at the disposal of the Board 
of Trade, and, therefore, all applications have had to be cut down by 
30 to 50 per cent., and some of the large applications to an even 
greater extent. Late applications, of which there were between 20 
and 30, could not be entertained. 

About 20,000 invitations to attend the Fair have been forwarded 
to firms in the Dominions, India and the Colonies, and in foreign 
allied or neutral countries; and 80,000 invitations will be sent to 
firms in the United Kingdom before the Fair opens. 

Admittance to the Fair is confined to bond fide trade buyers, and 
the exhibits will include Glass, Karthenware, China, Fancy Goods, 
Toys (including games of all kinds), Printing, and Stationery, These 
classes of goodsgwere to a large extent formerly imported from enemy 
countries, but since the Board of ‘Trade held their exhibition of 
samples of enemy goods at. the beginning of the war, they have been 
increasingly produced in this country, and the forthcoming Fair may 
be regarded, therefore, as the reply of the British manufacturer to 
the foreign competition from which he has suffered. 

In view of the risk of interference with the output of munitions of 
war, it has not been possible to include in the Fair certain trades 
which would otherwise have been invited to participate. The Fair, 
therefore, will be confined to the trades mentioned above, which are 
the same as were sanctioned by the Minister of Munitions last year. 

An important development, however, has taken place since 
last year, in that the Municipality of the City of Glasgow is 
organising a Fair at Glasgow which will take place concurrently with 
the Board of Trade Fair in London and will include certain trades 
not comprised in the London Fair. The Glasgow Fair, which is 
being held under the auspices and with the support of the Board of 
Trade, will include Textiles; Ready-made Clothing; Boots and 
Shoes ; Foodstuffs (prepared and preserved); and Domestic Chemical 
Products. ‘The extension of the number of articles exhibited simul- 
taneously cannot fail to increase the importance of the Fairs in the 
eyes of foreign buyers, more especially as both Fairs are being 
brought to their notice at the same time.

EXHIBITION OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN

FORTHCOMING FAIR AT LYONS. 


The Secretary of the British Chamber of Commerce for the French 
Riviera and Principality of Monaco writes that over 2,000 applications 
for stands have been received by the Lyons Fair Commiteee, and that 
stands will be three times as numerous as in 1916, The participation 
of allied and neutral nations in the Fair will be very important this 
year, despite the immense difficulties created by the war. Last year 
it was noticed that British firms were not well represented, but there 
is reason to hope that, at the forthcoming Fair, which is to be held 
from Ist to 15th March next, there will be a more worthy representa- 
tion of the manufactures and products of the British Empire. Certain 
important British firms who did not exhibit at the 1916 Fair will 
exhibit at Lyons this year.

FORTHCOMING IRBIT FAIR. 


H.M. Consul at Ekaterinburg writes, under date 5tb January, that 
owing to the absence of Moscow buyers from the Siberian market 
during 1916, practically all the furs remained in local hands. ‘hese furs 
will undoubtedly find their way to the Irbit Fair, but in view of the 


- mobilisation of numbers of the hunters, large quantities should not 


be expected ; thus 4,000,0U0 squirrel skins is a likely figure as against 
6,000,000 at last year’s Fair. In other skins, and especially in 
ermines, a decrease in comparison with 1916 is also likely. 

The Law enacting a closed season for sable hunting for three 
years having been rescinded on 15th October last, it is reasonable to 
expect that considerable quantities of these skins will be available, 
more especially as it has become known that stocks remained un- 
sold from 1916. 

The Law prohibiting the import of certain skins (included amongst 
articles of luxury—see pp. 284-9 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
26th October) should not detrimentally affect the Fair, as these skins 
(sea otter, brown fox and blue arctic fox) rarely or never make their 
appearance on the Irbit market. (D.C.1, 4,266.)

EXPORT OF SAMPLES OF PROHIBITED GOODS. 


1. The Director of the War Trade Department announces that the 
following arrangements have been made with a view to facilitating 
the export without Privy Council Licence of samples of prohibited 
goods. The goods mentioned in paragraph 4 of this notice are, how- 
ever, expressly excluded from these arrangements, and may not be 
exported from the United Kingdom to any destination to which 
they are prohibited, otherwise than by sample post, unless and until a 
Privy Council Licence has been obtained from the War ‘Trade 
Department. 


2. Samples by Post. 
(a) Samples of no commercial value may be exported :— 


(i.) By sample post without Privy Council Licence and without 
Chamber of Commerce certificate, provided the postal 
regulations are duly observed. 

(ii.) By parcel post without Privy Council Licence (provided 
the parcel is marked ‘‘ Samples without value”) on pro- 
duction with the parcel at the office of posting of a 
certificate from a British Chamber of Commerce in the 
following terms :—

Note.— This certificate will be endorsed by the Chamber

EXPORTS TO BRITISH HONDURAS AND TO 
BERMUDA via NEW YORK. 

The Director of the War Trade Department announces that a 
General Licence, dated 25th January, has been issued by the Privy 
Council authorising the export to New York, U.S.A. for re-shipment 
thence to— 

(1) the Port of Belize in British Honduras, and 

(2) the Port of Hamilton in the British Colony of Bermuda, 
of goods which are named in Secton “B” of the Prohibited List ° 
(that is goods the export of which is prohibited to all destinations 
except British Possessions and Protectorates). 

Exporters desiring to avail themselves of this General Licence are 
required thereby to observe the tollowing conditions :-— 

1. The ultimate destination of the goods must be a place within 

(1) the Colony of British Honduras, or 

(2) the British Colony of Bermuda, 
and must be shown so to be by the Bill of Lading in respect of the 
goods, or by a note or memorandum upon such Bill of Lading. 

2. Evidence to the satisfaction of the proper Officer of Customs 
and Excise at the Port of Shipment must, if and when required by 
him, be produced to such Officer that condition No. 1 has been duly 
fulfilled. 

38. The owner or shipper of any goods exported under the 
authority of this licence must if required produce to the Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Customs and Excise, within such time as 
they may allow, proof to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners 
that all the conditions of the licence have been fulfilled, and that the 
goods have been landed and delivered at the ultimate destination 
referred to, or that fulfilment thereof or such landing or delivery was

EXPORTS TO BRITISH OCCUPIED TERRITORY IN 
“GERMAN EAST AFRICA.” 


The Director of the War Trade Department announces that a 
general licence, dated the 24th January, has been issued by the 
Privy Council authorising the export to the Port of Tanga in the 
British Occupied Territory of “ German East Africa” of goods which 
are named in Section ‘“ B” of the Prohibited List (that is goods the 
export of which is prohibited to all destinations abroad other than 
ports and destinations in British Possessions and Protectorates). 

The attention of exporters is particularly directed to the following 
terms and conditions of the licence :— 

(1) The ultimate destination of the goods must be a place within 
that portion of the British Occupied 'l'erritory in ‘‘ German Kast Africa ” 
lying to the north of the Central Railway (excluding the railway 
itself and Dar-es-Salaam and other towns on the railway) and must 
be shown so to be by the Bill of Lading in respect of the goods or by 
a note or memorandum upon such Bill of Lading. 

(2) A true copy of the Bill of Lading (including any such note or 
memorandum thereupon as aforesaid) must if and when required be 
produced to the proper Officer of Customs and Excise at the port of 
shipment. 

(3) The goods must be consigned to the ultimate consignee (by 
name) at the Port of Tanga, and must be landed at that port and abide 
the directions of the Customs Officer there with respect to their trans- 
mission to their ultimate destination and to their delivery to the 
ultimate consignee. 

(4) The owner or shipper of any goods exported under the 
authority of this licence must produce to the Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Customs and Excise, within such time as they may allow, 
proof to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners that the above 
conditions have been duly fulfilled, or that such fulfilment was pre- 
vented by circumstances beyond his control, and in the absence of 
such proof the goods shall be deemed to have been exported without 
licence. 

The general licence in question (W.T.D. 18,326/16) is available 
for use by all exporters from the United Kingdom, and it need not 
be produced at the Custom House at the time of shipment. It is 
revocable at any time. (D.C.1. 5,912.) 
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EXPORTS TO DENMARK. 


The Foreign Office notify, in modification of previous announce- 
ment (see p. 766 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 14th September), 
that the restrictions therein specified on the importation of egg yolk 
and albumen into Denmark have been cancelled. 





COPPER SCRAP. 


Warning by the Minister of Munitions. 


The Minister of Munitions desires to call the attention of all 
persons who have copper scrap in their possession to the recent Order 
(see pp. 27-9 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 4th January) 
requiring returns of such copper scrap to be made to the Director of 
Materials, A. M., 28, Armament Buildings, Whitehall Place, London, 
S.W., and reminds them that the penalties provided by law will be 
enforced in all cases where returns of such material are not made as 
directed in the Order. 

The Order includes all scrap copper, other than such as is specific- 
ally excepted, and applies to such articles as old copper calico 
printers’ rollers, old copper plates used in printing, and other similar 
forms of copper, as well as to turnings, swarf, etc. All returns 
should be made within seven days after the close of each month. 

The buying prices for scrap copper set out in the Schedule to the 
above Order are net and include the cost of packages, which must be 
provided by the seller. Delivery must be made f.o.r. to the nearest 
station unless otherwise arranged with the Ministry of Munitions. 
Consignors must themselves arrange with consignees for the return 
of their packages. 





OIL-HEATING STOVES AND SPARE WICKS. 


Sale of Stock Permitted. 

The Army Council notify, under date 27th January, that they 
permit and authorise the sale of any stocks of oil-heating stoves and 
spare wicks of the patterns specified in the schedule annexed to the 
notice issued by the Army Council on 9th December.

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INCREASED PRODUCTION OF FOOD. 
Committee Appointed. 


The President of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries notifies 
that he has appointed a Committee of representative agriculturists to 
advise him on questions arising in connection with the increased 
production of food. ‘The Committee is constituted as follows :— 

The Right Hon. R. HK. Prothero, M.P. (Chairman); the Right 
Hon. Sir Ailwyn E. Fellowes, K.C.V.O. (Vice-Chairman) ; the Right 
Hon. F. D. Acland, M.P.; the Right Hon. Henry Hobhouse; the 
Hon. Edward G. Strutt; Sir Sydney Olivier, K.C.M.G., Board of 
Agriculture ; Mr. W. W. Berry, Development Commissioner; Mr. 
S. W.-Farmer; Mr. F. L. C. Floud, Board of Agriculture; Mr. A. D. 
Hall, F.R.S., Development Commissioner; Mr. S. Kidner ; Mr. T. H. 
Middleton, C.B., Board of Agriculture; Mr. A. Moscrop; Mr. H, 
Padwick, National Farmers’ Union; Mr. R. G. Paterson; Mr. G. G. 
Rea; Mr. E, Savill; Mr, Leslie Scott, K.C., M.P.; and Protessor W. 
Somerville, M.A., Se.D. 

Effect will be given to the Prasident’s policy by a special division 
of the Board—the Department of ood Production—established by 
him. 

Mr. E. M. Konstam (who has joined the Department for the dura- 
tion of the War) is the Secretary of the Committee. 

‘he extensive powers conferred on the Board under the Cultivation 
of Lands Order, 1917, have been delegated to county executive com- 
mittees to be set up by the War Agricultural Committees, and funds 
have been provided which will enable the executive bodies to under- 
take work without delay. The Department of Food Production will 
co-ordinate the work of the county committees, and will serve as a 
“clearing house” to which their wants will be reported and from 
which their requirements for labour, fertilisers, etc. will be met so far 
as this is practicable under present conditions. ‘The immediate 
object is to assist farmers who are now making greatly increased 
efforts in preparing for the harvest of 1917; concurrently, plans are 
being prepared for organising increased production in 1918. 

In order that the Department may be in close touch with the 
whole of the work of increasing the tood supply, the country will be 
divided into districts in each of which the Board will be represented 
by a district commissioner, who will be ew-officio a member of the 
county executive committee in,his area.

CONTROL OF IMPORTS OF RICE. 

The following announcement has been issued, under date 27th 
January, by the Secretary of the Royal Commission on Wheat 
Supplies :— 

‘The Food Controller has decided that the Royal Commission on 
Wheat Supplies shall control the importation of rice for sale in the 
United Kingdom. 
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INCREASED PRODUCTION OF Foop—continued. 


“The trade have been informed that they must make retarns for all 
holdings of rice not arrived and not purchased for the United King- 
dom on ex ship or delivered terms which are taken over at to-day’s 
c.i.f. price. 

‘“‘ Present holders of rice are free to act as agents of the Royal Com- 
mission for resale of their holdings at prices to be fixed from time to 
time by the Commission, and they will be paid a brokerage on such 
sales. The amount of euch brokerage will be fixed at a later date by 
the Commission. 

‘“ All holders of rice to arrive are required to furnish the Royal 
Commission, on or before the 1st February, with full particulars of 
(a) their holdings of rice, and {b) freight engaged for the transport 
of rice and rice products to this country.” 





CONSTITUTION OF THE SUGAR COMMISSION. 


The Ministry of Food anounces that a Royal Warrant has been 
issued appointing Lord Devonport, as Food Controller, to be Chair- 
man of the Royal Commission on the Sugar Supply, in place of the 
Right Hon. Reginald McKenna, M.P. 

‘The other vacancies on the Commission, two in number, caused by 
the retirement of the Right Hon. Walter Runciman, M. P., and the 
Right Hon. E. 8. Montagu, M.P., have been filled by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Austin Taylor and Mr. George Ernest May. 





MALT AND BARLEY STOCKS. 


Returns required. 


An Order, dated 26th January, has been issued by the Food 
Controller, requiring a return of stocks of malt suitable for use in 
brewing beer, and of barley, and other information in connection 
therewith. The return must be made as for 10th February, and 
must be furnished to the Ministry of Food not later than 17th 
February. 

The Order applies to all maltsters, dealers in malt, and brewers for 
sale. Forms of return will be sent to the various establishments 
concerned, so far as known. ‘The obligation to make a return, 
however, is imposed whether or not the form is so sent. Any person 
to whom the Order applies who does not receive a form before 
Saturday next, 3rd February, should at once apply for a form of 
return to the Ministry of Food, Grosvenor House, Upper Grosvenor 
Street, London, W., as he will be liable to penalties should he fail to 
make the return in due time. 3 (D.C.1. 5,748.) 
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RESTRICTED OUTPUT OF BEER. 


The Food Controller announces that, after a careful investigation of 
the resources available for the food of the people, he has come to the 
conclusion that it is imperative to restrict the materials to be used in 
the production of beer; and ha has accordingly proposed that, as from 
Ist April, the beer which is allowed to be brewed under the Output 
of Beer (Restriction) Act, 1916, shall be reduced to 70 per cent of the 
output for the current financial year ending on 3lst March. The 
result of such a restriction will be to increase the amount of barley, 
sugar, and other brewing ingredients available for the purposes of food, 
and also to economise tonnage, transport, labour, and fuel. The War 
Cabinet have approved this proposal, and have decided that a corres- 
ponding restriction shall be placed upon the release of wines and 
spirits from bond. Accordingly a Bill for the above purposes will be 
introduced in the coming Session of Parliament. 

In order to prevent forestalments the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise, acting under the authority of the Treasury, have given 
directions which will restrict the daily deliveries of wines and spirits 
out of bond during the period ending on 3lst March next to amounts 
not exceeding the daily average for the year 1916.

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CANADA —The Department of Commercial Intelligence is informed 
by the High Commissioner in London for Canada of the following 
Canadian news items of commercial and industrial interest :— 

The implement business in Canada during 1916 was better than in 
aly previous year. In the Western Provinces the collections are 
heavier, and farmers are in most cases paying cash. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Company have authorised an 
analytical chemist to undertake a comprehensive research with regard 
to cereal straws in Canada (including wheat, oat, barley and rye 
straw), having for its object the industrial utilisation of straw, which 
is now generally burned in the Western Provinces. 

The revised estimate recently issued by the Census and Statistics 
Office of Canada gives the total harvested area and production of the 
Dominion in 1916 as follows: Wheat, 12,879,500 acres, with a crop 
of 220,367,000 bushels; oats, 9,835,100 acres, yielding 351,174,000 
bushels ; barley, 1.651,100 acres, and 41,318,000 bushels : rye, 145.120 
acres, and 2.896,4V00 bushels; tlaxseed, 605,700 acres, and 7,122,300 
bushels. The total grain crops of Canada for the year are valued at 
808,054,000 dols. 

The sales of staple commodities in the Prairie Provinces in 1916, 
as compared with the previous year, show an expansion of 37 per 
cent. in lumber, 11 per cent. in wholesale groceries, 35 per cent. for 
fruit, 30 per cent. for dry goods, 33 per cent. for clothing, and 20 
per cent. for boots and shoes. The Ontario lumber trade shows an 
improvement of 35 per cent. 

The Canadian mining record for 1916 was good. -The output of 
seven companies operating in the Porcupine district shows an increase 
of 35 per cent. over the figures for 1915. ‘he commercial possibilities 
of the antimony bearing deposits of British Columbia are attracting 
attention. 

The fur trap in the North is good. Trappers in the Pear River 
and Girand Prairie districts are making large catches and the fur is 
reported to be of excellent quality. Red foxes are reported to be 
numerous, 

A deep sea trawling industry is abont to be established by Prince 
Rupert interests. 

A census taken in 1915 shows an increase in the number of manu- 
facturing establishments in the Dominion since 1905 from 15.796 to 
21,291. The capital employed by these is now 1,984,991,900 dols. 
as compared with 846,585,000 dols. ten years ago, equivalent to an 
increase of over 154 per cent. (D.C.I. 5,469.)

BRAZIL (Rio Grande).—H.M. Consul at Rio Grande writes that 
imports into his Consular district from the United Kingdom do not 
appear to increase. ‘They have hitherto been very small, consisting 
of goods such as textiles, paints, oils, oilman’s stores, and, quite 
recently, cement. Dry goods merchants seem to have devoted 
themselves largely to the sale of national manufactures. 

Importers state that the prices of United Kingdom goods are too 
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high, and that delay in the execution of orders has also prevented 
business. The retail trades in the district are very depressed, and 
there is little or no encouragement for importers to buy, though there 
is quite a dearth of some commodities. 

In textiles of all kinds (woollen, cotton, linen, laces, etc.) British 
manufactures hold the first place in the public estimation. Imitations 
of these goods, but of inferior quality, were largely imported from 
Germany. German firms also did a considerable business in cheap 
hosiery, undervests, and the like. Flannelettes appear to have been 
one of the few lines in which German goods were considered superior. 

German firms had practically a monopoly in what is known in Rio 
Grande as “ Armarinho ’—haberdashery, embroidered underclothing 
and frocks, pins of all kinds, needles, hooks and eyes, tapes, buttons, 
etc.; also in all kinds of toys, gramophones, imitation jewellery, 
fancy glass goods and vases, ornaments of all kinds, picture frames, 
fans, notepaper, paper serviettes, etc., all of a cheap and gaudy 
character. In such goods as these German firms met with little com- 
petition. 

German travellers acquainted themselves thoroughly with the 
Customs tariffs, and could thus assist customers in the selection 
and buying of goods. British travellers rarely visit the Rio 
Grande Consulate, and apparently seldom pass through the district. 
On the other hand, American travellers are everywhere in evidence, 
and American exporters are sending out elaborately illustrated 
catalogues.

CHILE (Iquique).—The Acting British Consul at Iquique (Mr. F. 
Watson) writes, under date 17th November, that prior to the war 
the following goods were largely imported into the Iquique district 
from Germany : 

Metal goods.— Brass valves, locks, taps and fittings, and brass goods 
generally ; galvanised iron piping and fittings, iron bars and plates ; 
domestic hardware and knives, forks, scissors, razors, penknives, ete, 

Haberdashery and Hosiery.—Gloves, stockings, socks, and buttons. 

Paper goods.—Printing and wrapping paper, paper bags, and 
playing cards. 

Miscellaneous.—Chemicals, combs, fancy toys, firearms, furniture, 
glazed kid for boots, lamp glasses and lamp ware, paint brushes, 
porcelain ware, safety matches, starch, sugar, washing blue and 
soda. 

The above articles were generally of a poor quality and cheap, 
which enabled them to compete successfully with British goods. 
Most of the goods are now, Mr. Watson believes, obtained from the 
United States. 

As regards terms of credit, payment by bill on Hamburg or London 
at 60, 90, and 120 days’ sight after receipt of goods was the usual 
mode of payment in dealing with the larger firms in Iquique.

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UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA 
AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 
Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, it has 
been arranged for H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and New- 
foundland (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) to pay a further official visit to 
this country. 

Mr. Hamilton Wickes, who visited this country in 1915, is expected 
to arrive early in March, and will be prepared to interview (by 
appointment) representatives of those firms who may be able to see 
him in London at the Offices of the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence of the Board of Trade for several weeks before Easter. 
Immediately after Kaster he will visit such trade and industrial 
centres in the United Kingdom as it may appear most advantageous 
to visit in view of applications that may he received from firms in 
or near those centres, and from Chambers of Commerce. These 
centres will probably include, in the order named, Bristol and South 
Wales, Birmingham and district, the Potteries, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Irelarfd, Scotland, Newcastle, Yorkshire, Derby, Nottingham and 
Leicester. 

In order that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms 
who may desire to have an interview with Mr. Hamilton Wickes are 
requested to make their application as soon as possible, and, in any 
case, not later than the 19ih February in the case of London, and the 
Sth March in the case of the Provinces. Applications should be 
addressed to the Comptroller-General, Department of Commercial 
Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. The reference 
number (D.C.1. 2,360/17) should be quoted. 

It is anticipated that a very large number of firms will wish to 
take advantage of this opportunity to consult H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner in regard to steps to be taken for opening up or extending 
their trade in British North America, both at the present time (if 
circumstances permit), or in order to make arrangements for trade 
after the war. Among the matters in regard to which he is prepared 
to give information and advice are the general state of trade in 
Canada and Newfoundland, appointment of agents, methods of 
marketing and distribution, terms of payment, names of probable 
buyers of British goods, statistics of imports, and rates of Customs 
duties. 

It may be stated that one of the principal duties of H.M. Trade 
Commissioners is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if 
possible in advance, any opportunities which may arise in the 
Dominions in the form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way 
for the development of British trade. The Commissioners also report 
to the Board periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competi- 
tion and other matters of commercial interest, including changes in 
Customs duties and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes 
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in regard to means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and 
commerce ; and they furnish periodically classified lists of importers 
and buyers in the Dominions. A good deal of the information so 
furnished is published by the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
in the “ Board of Trade Journal,’”’ some is communicated to Chambers 
of Commerce likely to be specially interested and to those United 
Kingdom firms whose names are inscribed in the Special Register of 
the Department (see notice on p. 324), and some (e.q., lists of names 
of traders at particular places, detailed Customs regulations affecting 
particular matters, and similar information) is filed at the Department 
of Commercial Intelligence for the information of firms and persons 
interested who may apply, either personally or by letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply to all enquiries which may be 
addressed to them by British manufacturers and merchants, but it is 
generally desirable that enquiries should be made first of the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence, which is often in possession 
of the information sought, and is thus in a position to save enquirers 
much delay. (D.C.I. 2,360.) 





CROP ESTIMATES IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 

The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following 
information from the International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome :— 

Wheat.—The total production of wheat for the current season in 
Canada, the United States, India, Russia (48 Governments), United 
Kingdom, France, Spain, Italy, Norway, Denmark, the Netherlands, 
Roumania, Switzerland, Japan, Egvpt, and Tunis is now estimated at 
1,360,333,000 cwts. 

Barley.—The total estimated production of barley in the same 
countries as for wheat, with the omission of India, is given at 
443,350,000 ewts. 

Oats.—Ior the same countries as for barley, with the exception of 
Egypt, the production of oats is estimated at 906,171,000 cwts. 

Rye.—In Canada, the United States, Russia, Switzerland, Norway, 
the Netherlands, Denmark, Spain, France, Ireland, and Italy the 
production of rye is estimated at 494,892,000 cwts. 

Maize.—The production of maize in Canada, the United States, 
Russia, Italy, Switzerland, and Japan is now given at 1,372,254,000 
cwts. 

Cotton.—The estimated output of cotton in the United States, 
India, Jupan, and Egypt is placed at 72,856,000 ewts. 


' Compared with the corresponding average production in the period 
1909-1913, these estimates represent increases of 12°1, 1:9, and 3°6 
per cent. for rye, barley and oats, and decreases of 6°8, 5:3, and 6°5 
per cent. for wheat, maize, and cotton, respectively. 
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TRADE OF NEW ZEALAND IN JAN.-SEPT., 1916. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton) 
has furnished, under date 2nd December, the following particulars of 
the trade of the Dominion in January—September, 1916 :— 

The total imports into New Zealand during the first nine months 
of 1916 were valued at £19,488,799, as compared with £16,140,206 
in the corresponding period of 1915, an increase of £3,348,593, or 
over 20 per cent. ‘lhe increase in the first quarter of 1916, as com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1915, was about 24 per cent., and 
that in the first six months of 1916, as compared with the like period 
in 1915, about 26 per cent., so that the rate of increase in the earlier 
part of 1916 was not maintained in the third quarter of that year. 

The following table shows the value of the imports into New 
Zealand from the United Kingdom, United States, Japan, Australia, 
and Canada in the first nine months of 1916 as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1915 :—

It will be noticed that, notwithstanding existing conditions, the 
share of the United Kingdom in the trade of New Zealand is 
increasing, and is now greater than it was in the year 1914. The 
imports from the United States and Japan continue to increase. (In 
this' connection see the remarks of H.M. Trade Commissioner on 
pp. 37-8 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 5th October last.) 
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Trade of New Zealand in January-September, 1916. 





The total exports from New Zealand in the first nine months of 
1916 were valued at £27,456,083, as compared with £20,505,527 in 
the corresponding period of 1915, an increase of £6,950,556, or about 
33:8 per cent. Exports to the United Kingdom increased from 
£19,933,197 in January-September, 1915, to £21,973.196 in the 
corresponding period of 1916; while exports to the United States 
in the same period increased from £884,768 to £2,195,435. It is 
notable, however, that exports to the United States in July-September, 
1916, amounted to only £269,783, as compared with £787,547 in the 
corresponding three months in 1915. (D.C.1. 3,588.) 





SUPPLIES FOR BRISBANE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 
Preference given to Goods produced within the Empire, 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) reports, 
under date 5th December, that according to a notice in the local 
press, the Brisbane Municipal Council has decided that, “all things 
being equal, all goods, materials or articles required for the Council 
be of Australian manufacture or the products of Great Britain or one 
of her Dependencies.” (D.C.I. 3,292.)

FINANCIAL MEASURES IN BRAZIL. 
Suspension of Exchange of Notes for Gold. 


The “ Diario Oficial” (Rio de Janeiro) of 24th December publishes 
a Decree (No. 12.322) to the effect that the obligation of the Conver- 
sion Bank to exchange notes for gold remains suspended up to 31st 
December, 1917. Exception is made, however, in the case cf the 
exchange of notes destined by order of the Government to meet the 
obligations of the external debt of the Republic. 
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RECONSTRUCTION IN SERBIA AFTER THE 
WAR. 


State Measures—Permit System for Imports and Preference to 
Goods from the Allied Countries. 


H.M. Minister at Corfu has forwarded, under date 9th December, 
a translation of a Circular (No. 2,880) of the Serbian Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce, published in the Serbian ‘“ Official 
Gazette ’’ of 17th/30th November, dealing with the organisation of 
the supply of the principal articles which will be in immediate and 
urgent demand on the return of the Serbian refugees to their country. 

The Circular points out that the end of the war will find the 
agricultural and commercial activities of Serbia completely dead, 
and that a general want of all the necessaries of life will be felt. 
With a view to satisfying at once this vital necessity, the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Commerce, assisted by the Skupshtina Com- 
mission for reprovisioning Serbia, have taken the necessary steps 
for organising this important work. This task will, in the first 
place, be left to individual commercial initiative, the State only 
undertaking the work of satisfying such national requirements 
as individual initiative will not be in a position to meet. Until 
the accomplishment of the above task the State undertakes to 
support, assist and control private initiative. 

In order to ascertain whether individual commercial initiative can 
sufficiently satisly this necessity in every way, the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Commerce have communicated with all Serbian 
traders, banks, private organisations, and with all concerned in the 
reprovisioning cf Serbia, to the following effect :— 

(#) All who wish to import any goods into Serbia should address 
themselves at once to the special Statistical and Information Bureau 
of the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce, stating exactly the 
quantity, kind and origin of the goods to be imported ; 

(b) All import trade will be under a system of permits, the State 
affording facilities to those who obtain such permits in a regular 
manner. Guarantees will be exacted and permits will not be 
transferable. 

(c) In order to prevent excessive prices the State will, when issuing 
the permits, fix with the importers the manner in which and the 
prices at which the goods are to be sold. 

(d) All goods to be imported into Serbia must, in preference, be 
bought in the Allied countries. 

(e) Among the principal articles—with the exception of sucn as 
are monopolies, and bread cereals (flour and wheat) which the State 
will provide—the most necessary are: meat, fat, dry and preserved 
vegetables, oil, sugar, colonial foodstuffs, children’s foods, leather, boots, 
manufactured goods in general, wool, cloth, candles, soap, tron goods and 
household goods. F(D.C.I. 3,298.) 
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COAL SUPPLY IN RELATION TO SWISS 
MECHANICAL INDUSTRIES. 


The Assistant British Commercial Attaché at Berne (Mr. G. P. 
Skipworth) has forwarded an extract from the “ Journal de Genéve” 
of recent date, from which it appears that a syndicate will shortly 
commence operations at the coal mines at Klusalp. These mines have 
not been worked for many years, but about 1840 they were pro- 
ducing about 2,000 metric ‘tons of coal annually. It is added that 
they have never been worked by specialists. 

In this connection Mr. Skipworth has forwarded copies of two 
articles from the same paper dealing with the question of the coal 
supply for Switzerland and its relation to Swiss mechanical industries. 
It is pointed out that agriculture, viticulture and forestry can for 
various reasons no longer be relied on as a sufficient source of 
national livelihood, and as Switzerland is dependent upon other coun- 
tries for her supply of raw materials, her economic development must 
perforce be in the direction of extending her mechanical industries. 
Such industries, however, can only be carried on successfully in 
Switzerland providing (1) that the necessary supplies of coal and 
iron are obtainable, and (2) that the goods produced are highly 
finished. 

As regards the first condition, the writer of the articles points 
out that, of the immediate neighbours of Switzerland, France 
has had to export a large proportion of her iron ore to Germany 
and to import a considerable amount of manufactured iron. On 
account of the scarcity of coal, which prevents France from smelt- 
ing her own iron ore, it is hopeless to expect Irance to supply 
Switzerland with either coalor iron, whilst the question of transport 
precludes supplies from the United Kingdom or the United States. 
There seems no escape, therefore, from the dependence of Switzerland 
on Germany for iron, but something may be done to mitigate the 
former's dependence on the latter for coal, by the development of 
Switzerland’s great natural resources of water-power. By utilising 
water-power as far as_ possible in the electrification of the Swiss 
railways and for working industrial machinery, a great saving of coal 
would, it is stated, be effected. Coal should be reserved for domestic 
heating, for the production of gas, for smelting, and for other 
branches of industry necessitating the production of great heat. ‘T'he 
transformation from steam to electricity as a motive power for 
machinery would be easy, as the factories in the north of Switzerland 
are capable of making all the material required for the purpose. 

With regard to the second point, the writer insists that only by the 
production of the highest grade goods will competition be possible, 
even in the home market, with goods manufactured in foreign 
countries possessed of the necessary raw materials and fuel. Swiss 
artisans must at all costs maintain their reputation for finished 
work, and on no account should the demand occasioned by the period 
of industrial reconstruction in Europe after the war tempt them to 
sacrifice quality to rapidity of production. 

Among the various branches of mechanical industry to which the 
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Coal Supply in Relation to Swiss Mechanical Industries. 





writer of the articles urges Swiss engineers to devote their efforts 
are the manufacture of machine tools, compressed-air implements, 
and measuring instruments, the first branch of industry being little 
known, and the second quite unknown, in Switzerland. After the 
war both France and Russia would offer excellent markets for 
machine tools, especially those of the larger kind. 

As regards pneumatic tools, it 1s pointed out that owing to the 
greater part of French mines being subject to fire-damp it is im- 
possible to use electric power, and compressed air is used instead. 
Thus a market offers for machines operated by compressed air, and, 
further, the shortage of horses after the war will, it is held, lead 
more and more to traction in coal mines being effected by compressed 
air-driven locomotives. 

It is also suggested that it would be quite possible for Swiss 
artisans to compete in the manufacture of measuring instruments, 
such as manometers, pressure gauges, calorimeters, galvanometers, 
etc. (C. 32,345.) 





FRENCH CAPITAL FOR SPANISH INDUSTRIES. 


According to information received from Paris published by ‘‘ Vida 
Financiera”” (Madrid) of 10th January, French capitalists intend to 
interest themselves in Spanish industries, especially as regards mining 
business. The object of this movement is principally to close the 
field to German enterprise after the war, and it is reported that for 
this purpose a syndicate will be formed. 

The initiators of the movement believe that in a short time they 
will be able to put into working the greater part of the coal deposits 
of Spain, so as to incr-ase the outpat (5,000,000 metric tons in 1915) 
to 20,000,000 metric tons in 1918, and 75,000,000 metric. tons in 
1920. This forecast is based on the fact that not only are the coal 
regions of Asturia still largely undeveloped, but that there is much coal 
in Catalonia, the Vascongadas, Aragon, and in Old and New Castille. 
It is also anticipated that the working of quicksilver deposits in 
Ciudad Real, and of copper deposits in Western Spain could be 
greatly developed. In connection with these undertakings steel 
works and other metallurgical establishments would be erected. 

A farther scheme is the construction of a number of secondary 
railways for the transport of minerals and agricultural produce to the 
French market in exchange for machinery and industrial products. 
The French capitalists also propose to acquire large tracts of land as 
yet uncultivated, with a view to putting them under irrigation. 
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PROJECTED LEGISLATION IN ARGENTINA. 


Measures affecting Agriculture, Oilfields, Mercantile Marine, etc. 


According to the ‘‘ Review of the River Plate” (Buenos Aires) of 
15th December, a Decree has recently been issued by the Argentine 
Government ordaining that among the projects to be submitted for 
legislative consideration by Congress in special session are draft 
measures relating to: (1) a consolidation loan ; (2) the imposition of a 
temporary duty on all exports from the Republic; (3) a loan for 
(a) the development of the State petroleum exploitation works at 
Comodoro Rivadavia, (b) the creation of a “Banco Agricola” 
(Agricultural Bank), and (c) the creation of a National mercantile 
marine; and (4) a new colonisation law. 

The ‘‘ Review” publishes a free translation of the main particulars 
of these measures, from which the following extracts have been 
made :— 

The first project is for the purpose of empowering the Government 
to contract for a loan of 250,000,000 pesos gold, for the consolidation 
of the floating debt and for the satisfaction of pending obligations 
of the State. The Executive will consolidate the current short term 
loans, Treasury Notes and credits pending, issuing with that object 
the amount stated in pesos gold, or its equivalent in national currency, 
in bonds of the public internal or external debt, at a rate of interest 
not exceeding 6 per cent. and amortisation of not less than 1 per 
cent. per annum, accumulative, with right to augment the sinking 
fund at any time. 

The second project is to provide that, from the date of the promulga- 
tion of the proposed law until 31st March, 1918, all articles, products, 
or produce of the country exported therefrom are to be subjected to 
an export duty of 5 per cent. on the value assigned at the time of 
exportation. (This proposed tariff change was referred to on p. 878 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 21st December.) The Govern- 
ment calculate that this duty will yield about 40,000,000 
pesos currency. The proceeds of this tax are to be applied 
exclusively to (@) the provision of seed, implements, and harvesting 
appliances to agriculturists who lack the means to continue working 
their land; and (b) the construction and repair of roads, bridges, and 
other means of transit. Any surplus remaining is to be applied to 
the acquisition of shares or debentures in the newly-created Banco 
Agricola, Power is also to be taken for the reduction or suspension, 
wholly or partially, of the duty if circumstances appear to demand it. 

With regard to the third project, Congress is asked for authority 
for the raising of a loan of 100,000,000 pesos currency, or its 
equivalent in pesos gold, bearing interest not exceeding 6 per cent., 
and with amortisation at not less than 1 per cent. per annum, for the 
proposed measures in connection with the agricultural bank, 
mercantile marine, and oilfields. 

Concerning the projected law respecting agricultural and pastoral 
colonisation the Government hold that the agricultural industry 
of Argentina has not attained under private enterprise that per- 
fection of organisation and of methods which its stability demands. 
The Government is of opinion that the State ought, among other 
things, to increase and induce the settlement of population in rural 
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Projected Legislation in Argentina.

districts, thereby combating the prevailing tendency towards 
urbanisation. There is lacking in the rural population the small 
agrarian capitalist in a position to take up land by purchase ; it is 
therefore necessary to afford colonists effective assistance which will 
enable them to obtain the land, build their dwellings, and purchase 
live-stock, etc. To avoid the consequences of agricultural disasters 
often induced by the one-crop system of farming, it is necessary to 
introduce in the rural colonies mixed farming, including the live- 
stock branch of the industry. To this end it is proposed to expend 
30,000,000 pesos in granting loans to suitable persons for the acqui- 
sition of land up to 200 hectares per person. ‘The recipient of a 
loan is to be required to work the land himself for five years.

TRANSIT THROUGH FRANCE OF GOODS SENT FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM TO SWITZERLAND, ITALY AND 
SPAIN, VJA FRANCE. 


With reference to the notice under this heading published at pages 
119-122 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” for the 11th January last, 
the Board of Trade desire to draw attention to the fact that when 
goods which are to pass through France (either by parcel post or 
otherwise) in transit for Switzerland, Spain or Italy, are covered by 
the prohibitions of importation imposed by the Presidential Decrees 
of the lith May, the 16th, 26th and 28th September, and the 
12th October, 1916, it is necessary to obtain a French import licence 
in respect thereof. 

The list of goods covered by the prohibitions in question, and par- 
ticulars as to the procedure to be followed in obtaining French import 
licences in respect thereof (if the goods are of British origin or pro- 
duction), will be found in the notice at pages 210 to 214 of the 
“ Board of ‘l'rade Journal” for the 19th October, 1916. (C. 1,832.)

received from the Office of the High Commissioner for New Zealand 
copy of a Memorandum for Exporters and Shippers to New Zealand, 
dated 20th January, 1917, containing the Regulations in connection 
with such imports. 


Regulations as to 
the requirements of 
Certificates of 
Origin and Interest. 


The Memorandum states that a Certificate of Origin and Interest is 

Certi required in respect of all goods imported into New 

ertificates for 73). from Norway. Sweden. D attend 

Imported Goods, °#/and from Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Hollan 
and Switzerland. 

A Certificate of Interest is required in respect of all goods imported 
into New Zealand from all countries except the above-mentioned, and 
except from France, Italy, Russia, Japan, Roumania, Portugal, China, 
Siam, Hayti, the United States of America and French Possessions 
in the South Pacific. 

If a Collector of Customs has reason to believe or suspect that any 
goods imported into New Zealand are goods in respect of which a 
certificate of interest or a certificate of origin and interest is required 
by these regulations, he shall detain those goods, and they shall not 
be delivered from the control of the Customs until the importer has 
produced and delivered to the Collector a certificate of interest, or of 
origin and interest, as the case may be, or has satisfied the Collector 
or the Comptroller of Customs that no such certificate is required by 
these regulations. 

The foregoing Regulations as to certificates shall not apply to any 
goods as to which the Collector is satisfied that they have left the 
country of exportation before the 15th day of October, 1916. All 
such goods shall remain subject to the War Regulations of the 26th 
day of January, 1915, relating to certificates of origin in the same 
manner as if those regulations had not been revoked. 


When any goods are imported into New Zealand and a Collector of 
etintion ub Customs has reason to believe or suspect — 
Suspected Imports. those goods are prohibited goods . . . . he 
may detain the goods, and they shall not be 
delivered from the control of the Customs until the Collector is 
satisfied that they are not prohibited goods, unless the Comptroller of 
Customs, being satisfied either that they are not prohibited goods 
or that their delivery is advisable in the public interest, authorises 
the delivery thereof from the control of the Customs. 
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The goods here referred to may be as follows :— 

(a) On through Bill of Lading. 

(6) Shipped “under Bond” under Customs 
‘Transhipment Regulations and for which a Bill of 
Lading will be taken out in United Kingdom. 

For both thesa classes of goods the Consular Certificates will not 
be required to be produced in United Kingdom. The goods con- 
cerned will be shipped thence without any other Customs restrictions 
than those operating in respect of ordinary transhipments under 
Bond. The Consular Certificates will, however, be required to be 
produced in New Zealand for all such goods. 

Cases may arise where a Consular Certificate covers goods partly 

for home use in United Kingdom and partly for transhipment to 
New Zealand. In such cases the Certificate would be required b 
British Customs and be retained by them. Exporters are wie 
that under such circumstances the British Customs, on request being 
made to that effect and on payment of prescribed fee, will issue a 
copy of the Certificate, or an extract of so much thereof, as may con- 
cern the Exporter interested in the New Zealand shipment. 
_ If the Exporter elects he may, however, present the Consular 
Certificate to the High Commissioner’s Office, 415, Strand, and there 
obtain, free of charge, a certified copy or extract. This would have 
to be done before presentation of original to the British Customs. 

In like manner a Certificate may cover goods for transhipment to 
different Overseas Dominions, or for shipments to various ports in 
New Zealand. In such cases if the original be presented at the High 
Commissioner's Office, 415, Strand, a certified copy or extract will, on 
application, be given free of charge to the Exporter. 

‘These certified copies of Certificate or extracts, as the case may 
be, must be prepared in duplicate (one to be retained by the High 
Commissioner) by the Exporter or his agent and will, upon due 
completion, be accepted in New Zealand in lieu of the original Con- 
sular Certificate.

: Doan entry for home use or for warehousing under 
pe-enperten Bond. In such case, when the goods are shipped 
United Kingdom. +, New Zealand, they are entered for re-export at 
the Customs on ‘ Specification” (Form No. 30) or on ‘‘ Shipping 
Bill” for warehoused goods (Form No. 64). 
In either of these cases the Exporter shall obtain from the Customs 
a duplicate of such ‘ Specification” or ‘‘ Shipping Bill,’ as the case 
may be, duly signed by the proper officer and having an impression 
of the Customs Office stamp placed thereon. ‘The duplicates should 
thereafter be sent out to New Zealand with other usual’ shipping 
documents, and when presented to the Customs Authorities at the 
port of destination will obviate any necessity for production of Con- 
sular Certificate for the goods specified. 
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Cases may occur where goods for various Overseas con-ignees are 
passed for export on one “Specification” or “Shipping Bill.” In 
such case the exporter or his agent may, if he so desires, appiy for 
and obtain a sufficient number of extracts from the original Specifica- 
tion or Shipping Bill as will enable him to supply one each to his 
different clients. 


The duplicate Specification or Shipping Bill or extracts thereof 
will be required only in respect of goods re-exported trom United 
Kingdom which were originally imported on Consular Certificate or 
otherwise (the Certificate is not required in United Kingdom for 
certain specifi-d goods) from any of the countries for whic sh Certifi- 
cates are required under Order in Council referred to above. 


The British Customs have consented to issue these duplicates, as 
also in respect of re-exports of any foreign goods whatever, on 
application being made therefor by the Exporter or his agent. The 
duplicates must be prepared by the latter, and be presented for 
signature aand stamping at the same time as he lodges his original 
‘Specification ” or * Shipping Bill” at the Customs. There will be 
no charge made by the Customs for this service. 


Goods re-exported from the United Kingdom by Parcel Post will 
be exempt from the above requirements if the package containing 
such goods has affixed thereto the authorised form ot declaration and 
stamps used by the British Postal Department. Re-addressed parcels 
to have affixed in addition the Customs ‘“ Re-directed in Transit ” 
label, whilst goods shipped ex warehouse under Bond must bear the 
Customs ** Exported from Bond” label. 


Goods of Belgian manufacture can beimported into United Kingdom 
only when a licence has first been obtained trom 
Re-exported =the Board of Trad h horit 
Belgian Goods t ® board of Lrade or ot er competent aut ority. 

‘ British Consular Certificates are required for such 
goods and certain conditions have to be complied with in United 


Kingdom. 


Any Belgian goods so imported will, if re-exported to New Zealand, 
be dealt with in a similar manner to other re-exportations by the 
exporter obtaining from the British Customs a duplicate of Specifica- 
tion (Form 30) or Shipping Bill (Form No. 64), as the case may be. 
The procedure laid down in above paragraphs will also apply to 
Belgian goods re-exported from the United Kingdom. 


The production to the Customs Authorities in New Zealand of 


such duly completed duplicates will consequently relieve the Importer 
there of any further action in the matter of such Belgian goods. 


Before any goods of Belgian origin, other than re-exports, are

The Toronto Harbour Commissioners are a municipal commission 
of the city of Toronto, incorporated by a special Act of the Canadian 
Government, holding title through patents and conveyances to practi- 
cally the entire harbour and waterfront of the city. The Commission 
has been entrusted with the administration of the harbour and the 
development of waterfront property, the plans for this development 
having been approved by the Canadian Government and Toronto 
Municipality. 

These plans include a comprehensive system of docks, harbour 
works and an industrial tract of 1,000 acres, with sites for manufac- 
turing establishments, together with the deepening of channels and 
the constraction of sea-walls, a breakwater and a ship channel 
8,000 ft. long. The property now held by the Commissioners 
includes a waterfront approximately 12 miles in length, comprising 
over 1,850 acres of land and water lots, of which 1,100 acres are 
water lots and 750 acres land lots. (D.C.1. 977.) 


The Imperial ‘Trade Correspondent at St. John, N.B. (Mr. W. E. 
Anderson) reports, under date 30th December, 
that the scarcity of tonnage is engaging the 
attention of the business men of New Brunswick, 
and it is stated that, if the Government grant 
subsidies for the building of wooden ships, a com- 
pany will be formed in Bathurst for the purpose of laying down 
a yard at that port. The class of ship that would be built would

FRANCE (INDO-CHINA). 


H.M. Embassy in Paris has forwarded an extract from the French 
“ Journal Officiel”’ of 10th December, being a 
Railway Developments. report on the development of railways in Indo- 
China by the French Minister of Colonies, 
from which the following is taken :— 

Line from Dong Dang to Nacham.—Definite plans were adopted 
and a survey made of this line in 1914. The construction of the 
permanent-way of the first section (6 kilometres) is now being under- 
taken, but owing to present conditions the construction of the second 
section, from kilometre 6 to kilometre 12, has been postponed. 

Tine from Vinh to Dongha.—On the first section (four lots) of this 
railway, from Vinh to Tanap, a distance of 92 kilometres, the work of 
laying the permanent-way is preceeding normally. As regards the 
larger metal bridges, present circumstances have compelled a _post- 
ponement of superstructural work, but at the end of 1915 a Haiphong 
firm had commenced the construction in its factory of two compressed- 
air caissons for the building of abutments and piers. The building 
of stations and goods sheds was also undertaken, and at the end of 
1915 the buildings were finished on the first and third lots and were 
in course of execution on the second lot. Orders for rolling stock, 
etc., have been deferred owing to the war. 

The construction of the second section of the Vinh-Dongha line, 
namely, from Dongha to Nganson, which has been surveyed, has also 
been provisionally deferred, owing chiefly to dearth of labour. The 
sums provided for the construction of these two sections have been 
exceeded owing to the rise in the price of steel, but it is hoped 
that this excess will be reduced by keeping down the requirements 
of rolling stock to a strict minimum. 

The execution of work on the third section of this line, from Tanap 
to Nganson, a distance of 75 kilometres, has been postponed sine die.

‘The result is that 
every available shed and go-down is filled, and lighters loaded with 
cargo remain out in the harbour for seven or ten days before being 
able to land their goods. This makes it urgently necessary to expe- 
dite the new harbour works and to improve and extend the arrange- 


ments for the safe and rapid handling of cargo at the port.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The New York ‘“ Engineering and Mining Journal” of 13th January 
p quotes a report of the United States Geological 
etroleum Output Covey he effect that tl rarer F 
in 1916 Survey to the ellec a the estimate output 0 
- petroleum in the United States in 1916 was 
292,300,000 barrels (of 42 United States gallons*), as compared with 
281,104,104 barrels in 1915, an increase of 11,195,896 barrels. The 
increased production in 1916 was mainly due to larger outputs in 
Oklahoma, Kansas, Texas, Wyoming, Calitornia and Kentucky. 

Oklahoma retains the premier position as an oil-producing State, 
drilling activity there having been much greater than in 1915. There 
was a large increase in production in Carter County, several million 
barrels of oil being placed in field storage ; and a rich supply of high- 
grade oil was discovered near Hominy. 

In Kansas the Augusta and Eldorado districts were the centres of 
drilling activity. At the end of 1916 there were about 500 
producing wells in the Eldorado district, the combined daily capacity 
of which was estimated to be in excess of 5,000 barrels. In the 
Augusta locality more than 100 producing wells were drilled in 1916, 
and the estimated daily outpat was over 30,000 barrels. Significant 
discoveries of oil, the value of which had not been determined by the 
end of the year, were made in Greenwood and Cowley Counties. 

Ths petroleum output of Kentucky increased from 437,274 barrels 
in 1915 to 1,200,000 barrels in 1916, remarkable success having 
attended prospecting activities.

In Quebec and Ontario the estimated area under tobacco was 5,891 
acres, as compared with 13,500 acres in 1915, and the estimated yield 
in 1916 was 5,943,000 lb. in 1916, as compared with 9,000,000 lb. 
in the preceding year. The prices paid in Ontario for both the 
White Burley and the flue-cured tobaccos have been exceptionally 
high, owing to the fact that the crop in Canada and the United States 
for those varieties has been unusually short.

It appears that agriculture in Uruguay has been passing through 
an acute crisis owing to the persistence of drougnt, resulting in very 
diminished harvests of wheat, oats, linseed and altalfa, while the com- 
ing maize crop is also likely to be seriously aff-cted. The cattle industry 
does not offer any more favourable prospect, serious losses having 
been suffered in cows and sheep through scarcity of pasture. 
Further, the dairy industry, on account of the considerable losses in 
cows, runs the risk of being crippled in the coming winter.

It is stated that the object of the 
syndicate is not to replace British goods in a British colony by French 
goods, but to endeavour to obtain for French firms orders for goods 
which Great Britain and her colonies cannot supply and which, 

heretofore, have been given to German firms. 

It was thought that South Africa might find in France a market 
for fruit, copper, iron, asbestos, etc. 

The representative stated that it was probable that the syndicate he 
represented. would establish branches in South Africa where stocks 
could be carried. Further, it was hoped to establish a line of 
steamers between France and Africa, to take the place of the German 
Kast Africa Line. It was also suggested that an exhibition of French 
goods should be held in South Africa after the war.

pad This factory, which, with the exception of a 
arques. 


small factory at Chinde, is said to be the only soap 
works in Mozambique, was started in 1914 with a capital of £3,000, 
and then had an output of 600 cases, or about 35 tons a month. 
The present capital is over £12,000, and the production is now 
about 6,000 cases a month, or 300/400 tons. 

The consumption of soap in Mozambiqne is about 2,500 cases per 
month. The product of this firm is said to be popular in the Trans- 
vaal, where it is mostly sould, and whence comes a demand for 10,000 
cases monthly, only a part of which can be satisfied. 

The soap is made entirely from vegetable oil, and in two qualities, 
“mottled” and “ yellow,’ the latter quality, which it is claimed is 
suitable for all toilet purposes, being made solely from coconut oil. 
The factory is run practically on the products of the district, only 
about six per cent. of the materials used coming from abroad. These 
are mostly sodas and silicates, which are purchased in the United 
Kingdom, whence also the requisite machinery has been obtained. 

H.M. Consul-General adds that this firm is endeavouring to obtain 
a local monopoly under the recently promulgated Law of the 
Mozambique Government, governing the establishment of industrial 
enterprises in the Province of Mozambique (see pp. 793-4 of the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal” of 16th March last). (D.C.T. 1,960.)

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.

Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice 
of the following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether 
contributions are payable :— 
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jational Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916. 





A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2119X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in collecting and 
compressing carbonic acid gas. 

2121X. All workmen (other than those covered by Decision B2120 
below) engaged in the manufacture of alcohol for use wholly or 
mainly in the manufacture of explosives. 

2122X. Gatemen, if employed wholly or mainly by way of manual 
labour, e.g., in such work as opening and shutting gates, taking in 
and handing out checks, operating a weighing machine, keeping the 
yard tidy, carrying messages. 

2124. Workmen employed in the construction, reconstruction, 
or alteration of groynes, whether of timber, concrete, or other 
materials, for the protection of sea coasts. | 

2125X. Workmen employed in the production of charcoa) for use 
in the manufacture of explosives. (Application 450 X.) 

2126X. Workmen employed in the distillation of wood for wood 
spirit, liquors for calico printers, wood tar, and in the manufacture 
of acetate of lime. (Application 450X.) 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
' in respect of :— 
2118. Inspectors, examiners, etc. whose work consists wholly or 
mainly in supervision and involves the use of tools or measuring 
instruments only in connection with such supervision. 


2120. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in handling or other- 
wise dealing with yeast after it has been separated from the alcohol. 

2123. Gatemen when not employed wholly or mainly by way of 
manual labour, e.g., in clerical work, watching persons passing in’and 
out and noting times, examining passes, keeping records of traffic, etc. 

This decision modifies decision No. Al869X (‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of the 28th September, 1916). 

Vorrection.— Decision A 2116X (‘ Board of Trade Journal” of the 
25th January, 1917) should read, ‘‘ Workmen engaged wholly or 
mainly in sawing, barking and chopping wood by machinery for use 
in the manufacture of paper.” 

Note-—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part II.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the-letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which mereiy apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
